10 SUDDEN END. 


Chief Owners of People’s and 
Municipal Companies Pur- 
chase Controlling Inter- 
est in Ogden Plant. 


RATE GOES UP TO 61. 


Advance Comes at Close of Nego- 
. tiations in New York and 
Albany to Block In- 

junction Suits. 


‘NEW CORPORATION CEASES. 


The gas war which has continued for six 
weeks in a limited area of the North Division 
is at an end. 

The treaty of peace, which involves ths 
purchase of the Ogden Gas company by 
stockholders of the People's and Municipal 
company, was concluded yesterday in New 
York and Albany. ~The syndicate, represent- 
ed by Judge Andrew Hamilton, President of 
the Municipal company, and composed of the 
chief owners of the $30,000,000 People’s com- 
pany, did the buying. 

Simultaneously with this financial deal in 
the East came the official announcement here 
in Chicago that the 40-cent rate heretofore 
charged by the Municipal company would 
be raised today, and without formality, to 
$1 a thousand feet. This announcement of a 
raise to the horizontal rate charged by the 
People’s company was made by General Man- 
ager W. P. Martin of the Municipal, who de- 
nied any knowledge of a deal for the con- 
solidation with the rival concern. 

Secretary Roger C. Sullivan of the Ogden 
Gas company said he was not aware of the 
reported sale of his company, but he added 
that in view of the Municipal company's 
raise in price it was likely the Ogden would 
restore gas to the old rate of 90 cents. 


To Block Injunction Suits. 

With these announcements, the halcyon 
period of 40-cent gas ends for residents of the 
region between Chicago avenue, the lake, 
Wrightwood avenue, and the North Branch. 
The restoration of old rates in the district 
follows close on the City Council's move to 
secure 75-cent gas, but apparently has no 


direct relation to that move. According to 


the general manager of the Municipal com- 


pany, the reason for the increase in gas 
prices lies in a desife to block the series of 


injunction suits that have been instituted on 
the basis that different priced gas in different 
parts of the city is illegal discrimination. 

A deeper reason seems, however, to lie in 
the financial deal worked out in the East. 
President C. K. G. Billings has been there 
for two days in conference with People's Gas 
directors. Levy Mayer, counsel for the Og- 
den company, is also in New York, as is 
President Andrew Hamilton of the Munici- 
pal. Each and all of these men refused last 
night to discuss the situation. 


There is, however, the highest authority 


for stating that 4 purchase has been ar- 
ranged, that the Municipal company will pass 
out of existence, and that the Ogden corpor- 
ation, as a concern friendly to the People’s 
company, will continue to operate in its 
chosen field. | 
Companies Regret the War. 

To city officials the announcement of the 
restored rates indicated what has been un- 
derstood for some time—that the gas com- 
panies regretted the undertaking of the war 
and the threatened results, legislative and 
judicial, which it carried with it. 

In spite of the information from the East 
regarding a purchase, officials in Chicago 
were not prepared to say that any change 


in the ownership of the hitherto rival com- 


panies had taken place. 

Fred G. Hartwell, secretary and treas 
of the Municipal company, was seen last 
night in Chicago and said: “I do not know 
of any prospect of a settlement.“ 

Roger C. Sullivan, secretary of the Ogden 
company, said: ‘' Our company has taken 
no steps toward a settlement with the Mu- 
nicipal or People’s company. We are on the 
defensive side, and if a settlement were in 
sight I should be glad to announce it. We 
made the cut to 40 cents to meet the Munic- 
ipal’s cut rate. Now that its rate is restored 
ours probably shall be, though I do not care 
to state this positively without the action of 
the directors.“ 


Manager Martin Explains Advance. 

General Manager W. P. Martin of the Mu- 
nicipal company made the announcement of 
the advance to $1. 

We have come to do this,“ said Mr. Mar- 
tin, “because consumers everywhere were 
making our price an excuse for court pro- 
ceedings against other parties. The com- 
pany has no other course than the one it 
shall pursue in this matter. Mind you, this 
is not the restoration of our former price. 
It is a direct raising of the price, for the 
Municipal company never sold gas at the 
dollar rate. 

“The Municipal company is acting inde- 
pendently in this matter. I know nothing at 
all of the intention of the Ogden company. 
If f{ puts up its price tomorrow it will be as 
much a matter of news to me as anybody. 
Here is an official announcement of the Mu- 
nicipal Gas company's future course. If you 
will print it you will give the situation in a 
nutshell.“ 

Prepares Official Announcement. 

The announcement prepared by Manager 
Martin is as follows: 3 

In view ot the fact that the price now 
by this for gas is 
tor legal — 
is unable, pending the decision of the courts, to 
further supply its patrons with gas at less than 
$1 per thousand cubic feet. Notice is hereby 
given that we shall continue to supply gas to 
all consumers, and that {vom and after the 
17th day of October the price for such gas fur- 
nished by this company will be 61 net per thou- 
sand cubic feet. 

THE MUNICIPAL GAS COMPANY, 
Per W. P. MARTIN, General Manager. 

Neither the Municipal nor the Ogden com- 
pany notified its consumers yesterday of an 
intended advance in gas rates. ‘There are 
numbers of consumers who changed from 
the Ogden company to the Municipal before 
the former cut the rate. Those consumers 
will now have the trouble of changing again 
if they wish to get the benefit of the Ogden 
rate, which, even if advanced to its old price,

WAVES BATTER SBA WALL 


ROUGH LAKE CAUSES MORE DAM- 
AGE AT LINCOLN PARK. | 


Leng Stretch of Shore Improvement 
Demolished by Action of Water 
During Recent Storm—C 
ers Realize Danger of Further En- 
croachments, but Are Powerless— 

Lack of Funds to Make Changes in 
Form of Construction and Repairs. 


The high waves caused by the wind yes- 
terday and the night preceding. battered 
down several yards of sea wall along the 
Lake Shore drive south of Lincoln Park. 
Fifty feet of gea wall directly opposite the 
residence of Potter Paimer waa carried away 
by the waves. and a block r north al- 
most twice that amount of wall was demol- 
ished. 

The waves from the lake have free play 
back of the sea wall since the two openings 
were made, and it is predicted that it will 
be only a few weeks until the entire inter- 
vening wall is destroyed unless steps are 
taken at once to prevent the encroachment 
of the water. The Lincoln Park board, which 
has jurisdiction over the s wall in the 
vicinity of, the park, recoj s the impend- 
ing danger but is powerless! to prevent it 
owing to a lack of funds. 


Repairing Proves Futile. 
“It is folly to talk of repairing the wall,” 
said Superintendent Paul Redieske of Lincoln 
Park yesterday. “ All attem have proved 
futile in the past, and it is only a waste of 
time and money, to repair the walls without 
protecting them. At present the commis- 
sioners are without funds, and the levy made 
for next year is so low that adequate pro- 
tection of the sea walls will be impossible. 
“A portion of the sea wall near the park 
has been protected by a row of piles covered 
with Wakefield sheeting placed 150 feet out 
in the lake, and by building an artificial 
beach up to the sea wall. Wherever this has 
been done the wall has not disintegrated, 
and promises to stand for many years. This 
work costs $50 a foot, and the board is with- 
out money to continue it. In its annual re- 
port the board placed the amount needed for 
repairs and improvements in its district at 
$355,000. It did not expect to get all of this 
sum, but it hoped to secure it in the form of 
three annual installments. Instead of that 
the levy for next year is but $267,000, or 
$24,000 more than the actual cost of main- 
tenance and improvements last year. All of 
the $24,000 will be required for the repair of 
bridges and other improvements in the park 


proper. 
Legislative Relief Needed. 

„The only way out of the dilemma, so far 
as I can see, concluded Mr. Redieske, 1s 
through a special act of the next Genero! 
Assembly permitting the issuance of bonds 
for the purpose of rebuilding the sea wall 
and adequately protecting it. I have no 
doubt that is the course the commissioners 
will take. I presume the Legislature will be 
asked also to confer upon the Lincoln Park 
board power to levy taxes, authority enjoyed 
by all the other park boards.” f 

The value of the piling as a protection to the 
sea wall can be readily seen by any one pass- 
ing along the Lake Shore drive. Wherever 
the wall is protected by the piling it stands 
firm and strong, but where the piles are lack- 
ing the earth back of it has been washed 
away by the waves, and the wall is crumbling 
and tottering. Attempts have been made to 
fill in these places with dirt and détris from 
streets that are being repaved, but each time

Four children, ranging in age from 15 to 4 

years, who had been living in the poorhouse 
at Monticello, III., escaped from the Rer. Dr. 
G. K. Hoover's American Home Finding as- 
sociation’s institution at North Harvey on 
Monday morning. They had been in the 
Hoover place since Thursday last. Acting 
Matron Mrs. F. F. Dow said the children left 
because they were homesick. Efforts to lo- 
cate the runaways have been futile, but it is 
supposed some farmer is temporarily caring 
for them, or that they are seeking their 
former home at the poorhouse. They are 
not at Monticello. 
The children are Luella Boring, aged 15; 
Jesse Boring, aged 10; Rob Boring, aged 6; 
and Harrison Boring, aged 4. They were 
turned over to Dr. Hoover by the Probate 
Judgé of Monticello. 

The escape was arranged for evidently by 
the sister, who is rather a large girl for her 
years. The youngest brother and the sister 
slept together in a room across the hall from 
where the two other boys slept.

Roosevelt, Hanna, and Trusts. 


In the same connection he referred to the 
position of Governor Roosevelt and Senator 
Hanna on the subject of trusts, and a refer- 
ence in both instances was met with groans 
and hisses. “ Mr. says there are no 
trusts,” Colonel Bry&h went on, are you 
going to send a man out to hunt the trusts 
who knows where every trust treasure is, 
but says there are no trusts?“ In response 
to this last interrogation a voice from the 
audience responded: ‘*‘ We will send vou.“ 

Colonel Bryan again quoted from President 
McKinley's inaugural address on the sub- 
ject of trusts, and charged that the Presi- 
dent had neither enforced the existing anti- 
trust laws nor recommended new ones. His 
Attorney General, he said, draws his salary 
and permits the trusts to go and oppress 
the people. Colonel Bryan referred to the 
ice trust, declaring that apparently this was 
the only trust of which Republicans had 
any knowledge. “If a Republican tells 
vou,“ he, said, that the ice trust is hurt- 
ing the people you tell them that you have 
so much confidence in the Republican Gov- 
ernor that you know that he would not be 
out West making speeches If the people were 
suffering from the ice trust.” This remark 
was received with cheers. 


Outlines Remedy for Combines. 

Colonel Bryan outlined his remedy for 
trusts, which was to put on the free list every 
trust-made article, and to require trust cor- 
porations to take out a license and undergo 
strict scrutiny in all other States than those 
in which they were organized. He expressed 
conviction that we are approaching a period 
of industrial despotism where a few men 
will control each great branch of industry, 
when every person who buys finished prod- 
ucts will buy at a trust price, where every 
person who furnishes raw material will fur- 
nish it at a trust price, and where every 
man who works for wages will work for the 
wages fixed by the trust.“ 

Such a condition as this meant, he said, 
serfdom for the people, for a government of 
the people, by the people, and for the people 
was impossible under the reign of the trust. 

Colonel Bryan said he would make it im- 
possible for a private monopoly to exist in 
the United States. The declaration was met 
with cheers and cries of good.“ I ö do not 
believe,” he said, that God ever made a 
man good enough to stand at the head of a 
private monopoly and fix for its own profit the 
price of the necessaries of lite.“ 

Dwelling upon his remedy for trusts, he 
said he would squeeze the water out of the 
stock. There would be a flood for a while,” 
he declared, but there will de honest cor- 
porations afterward.” 


Warns Against a Large Army. 


Mr. Bryan turned his attention to the in- 
crease ‘of the standing army. and when he 


ed if we should have a large army in the 
United States there were several | 
of “ No,” No,“ from the audience. He de- 
clared that the President had made his re- 
quest for an increase of the standing army 
from 25,000 to 100,000 two months before war 
broke out in the Philippine Islands. “ Was 
it because, he asked, they knew there was 
to be war? Was it because they knew im- 
perialism, and war, and bloedshed would 
come, or did they want the army whether 
they had war or not?“ 

He declared that Republicans desired the 
standing army for both foreign and domestic 
reasons. I believe,“ he said, repeating pre- 
vious utterances, that one of the reasons 
why they want a large army is to build a fort 
in every large city and use the army to sup- 
press by force that discontent that ought to 
be cured by legislation. 

„It.“ he continued, the increase of the 
army was intended to maintain an imperial 
policy, there could be no justification for it 
on that ground, because the people had 
never voted for an imperial policy.” 


Says Republicans Seek Empire. 

He asserted that this policy of imperialism 
was the creation of the Republican party, 
and added: 

“They want the splendors of empire. They 
want to hear the tramp of armies; they want 
thé glory of crowning heroes returning 
home, their thanks, and their plaudits. The 
Republicans Want the drum to beat so that 
it can be heard around the world. We want 
the light of liberty to shine so brightly here’ 
that it will be seen around the world and 
‘everywhere inspire people. 

In substantiation of his assertion that the 
Democrats were not raising a scarecrow, 
Colonel Bryan referred to the Porto Rican 
legislation of the last session of Congress 
as proof of what he says. He declared that 
this legislation was based upon European 
ideas and not upon American principles. Ac- 
cording to that document, he said, a Presi- 
dent is bigger than the constitution. Then 
Colonel Bryan exclaimed: “ Beware, my 
friends, of a President when he becomes 
greater than the constitution. There is no 

ace where you can draw the line; it will 

e all President and no constitution.“ 


As to Fate of the Filipinos. . 

Quoting the Republican platform as to the 
disposition to be made of the Filipinos, he 
said: 

“Who is to decide their welfare? We. 
Who is to decide our duty? We. What has 
the Filipino to do with it? Nothing at all. 
They do not dare defend that plank, and I 
am afraid before this campaign is over that 
they will try to prove that it was not written 
by the Republican convention at all, but 
that it was put in there by some one who 
had no authority.“ 

He said his reason for expressing this 
opinion was the fact that the ratification 
of the peace treaty had been placed at his 
door. He then took up the question of his 
connection with the ratification of the treaty 
and said that the Republicans could not find 
a Senator who would say that he had voted 
for it because he (Mr. Bryan) had favored 
it, and continued: But I can prove by Sen- 
ator Wellington, a Republican, that without 
his vote it would not have been ratified: that 
he would not have voted for it but for the 
fact that the President promised him that 
the Philippine Islands would not be held 
permanently.” 

Colonel Bryan then declared that he was 
willing to assume the responsibilities for the 
ratification of the treaty if the Republicans 
would take the responsibility for the treaty 
themselves and for what had happened since. 
“The President is responsible for that,” he 
said, and if he had given to the Filipinos 
the same assurance of independence that he 
gave to the Cubans not a gun would have 
been fired in Manila and those people would 
have been our friends today.” 


Why He Advocated the Treaty. 

Colonel Bryan then explained his reason 
for supporting the ratification of the treaty— 
saying that if it had been rejected the mat- 
ter would still have been in the hands of the 
President so far as this country was con- 
cerned; that he believed it better to ratify the 
treaty and leave Americans to deal with the 
Filipinos than to Rave the Spaniards deal 


| with them. He declared that the treaty had 


not conferred upon the United States the 
title to the Philippinés, and said: 

“We can now do what the Republican 
party ought to have done, and our platform 
declares that we shall doit. I have caid that. 
the first act of my administration will be to 
call together and ask it to do now 
what it ought to have done a year and a halt 
ago.“ This sentiment was applauded.

“If Iam gullty of this charge then who Is re- 
sponsible for the fact that our forefathers 
fought the same battle a hundred years be- 
fore I was born. , 

They should know.“ he continued, that 
it was the Almighty who, when he gave life 
to the Filipino, gave him the love of liberty. 
They should know that it was God who 
linked together in every humap breast life 
and liberty, and what God has joined to- 


asunder.” 
ö Says Dollar Is Put Above Man- 

Colonel Bryan accused the Republican 
party of a desire to evade the Philippine 
question and said that that party was so 
sordid that it desired to put the dollar above 
the man and make money mere precious 
than human life. If we had any title to the 
Filipinos it was a title based on force and 
such a title was not good according to Amer- 
ican ideas. The Filipinos were not desired 
by any one as citizens and the Democrats 
did not intend that they should be made sub- 
jects. ‘' Therefore,“ he continued, we say, 
let them stand under their own flag and have 
their own government and be masters of 
themselves and work out their own destiny.” 

Colonel Bryan declared that if a Republican 
President could haul down the flag in Cuba, 
200 miles from our shores, a Democratic 
President could haul it down 7,000 miles away 
from our shores. 

In closing he said that instead of desiring 
a nation ever ready to resort to force he 
wanted it to be a peacemaker among nations. 

Then, he said, “we can claim the re- 
ward promised to the peacemakers and say 
Blessed are the peacemakers, for they 
shall be called the children of God.“ 

Mr. Bryan left the Garden to speak to a 
large crowd in the open air in Madison 
Square. From there he went to Cooper 
Union, which was filled to overflowing. 80 
large were the crowds about the building in 
the street that the 350 policemen detailed to 
keep them in order sent for 100 more. From 
Cooper Union Mr. Bryan went to Tammany 
Hall, and from there to.the Hoffman House. 


Few Stay to Hear Stevenson. 


Three minutes after Colonel Bryan left 
there were vacant seats all over the building, 
large patches showing everywhere on galler- 
les and main floor. Adlai E. Stevenson be- 
gan speaking, but his voice could not be 
heard fifty feet away. More than half the 
people left. Frequent attempts were made 
by Chairman Shepard and Mr. Stevenson to 
stop the exit and quiet the audience, but they 
were unavailabie. A few crowded close to 
the stand to hear him above the noise, and 
he was cheered faintly. He saidjin part: 

The Democratic party in its convention 
at Kansas City declared its sympathy with 
the poor Filipinos in their struggle for inde- 
pendence. When that resolution was pre- 
sented to that great convention the repre- 
sentatives of the American Democracy 
— as one man and voted for this resolu- 

on.“ 

Mr. Stevenson devoted much attention to 
imperialism, reviewing the events of the 
Spanish war and the pledge made to Cuba. 


He asked when the war, which already has 


cost over $200,000,000, would cease, and de- 
clared there was no need of new policies to 
make the United States a world power. In 
conclusion he said: ' 

“Let no Republican delude himself with 
the hope that conditions will better if Mc- 
Kinley should be elected President. Your 
vote for the continuance of this administra- 
tion is a vote of indorsement; it is a vote of 
confidence; ‘it is a godspeed by the Amer- 
ican people along the bloody pathway upon 
which our government has entered. 

Webster Davis“was the next speaker. Mr. 
Davis, in discussing the south African war 
said the United States government was not 
even neutral; that absolute neutrality would 
mean that if mules and breadstuffs could be 
sold to the British the same things could be 
sold to the Boers. Mr. Davis also blamed 
the United States representative in Natal for 
allowing the Stars and Stripes to float beside

Big Open Air Meeting. 

The crowd that surged about the o 
stand at Madison avenue and — — ——

“ Wonderful, wonderful,“ Colonel Bryan 
said. 


Drives Through Thronged Streets. 

The trip to Tammany Hall was made 
through streets. lined with cheering thou- 
sands. Colonel Bryan and his party arrived 
at 9:25 o’clock. Senator Mackay was speak- 
ing, but as soon as the crowd recognized 
Bryan it rose to its feet and cheered for sev- 
eral minutes. Richard Croker, who accom- 
panied Colonel Bryan, took a seat on the 
rear of the platform, while the candidate 
went to the front and acknowledged the 
greeting. As soon as he was able to speak 
Mr. Bryan began: 

“TI hope you will excuse my appearance. 
I have been trying to talk to all the people 
of New York, and I am afraid that I show 
the effects af the exertion. But I am here 
for a moment to express my appreciation of 
the work that is being done in this campaign 
by this great Tammany organization. I 
heard of Tammany Hall before Tammany 
Hall ever heard of me. I came here several 
years ago on the Fourth of“ July, and I was 
pleased to learn that this society made it a 
rule to celebrate the anniversary of the na- 
tion’s birth. On the 4th day of July last the 
Queen of England celebrated the anniver- 
sary of our nation’s birthday by issuing an 
order for the overthrow of two republics. 
For 124 years or more the Republican party 
observed the Fourth of July, but the Re- 
publican party this year was not alarmed 
when our nation’s birthday anniversary was 
used for the signing of the death warrant of 
two republics. 


Concerned for Liberty of World. 


It is not for the Philippine Islands that 
we are concerned, for if the Filipino dies the 
world will go on. But when this hation be- 
comes the executioner of those who fight for 
liberty then liberty here is in as much danger 
as in the Philippine Islands. What advan- 
tages did you ever hear claimed for an im- 
perial policy? First, that there is money in 
it. Second, that God is in it. Third, that 
we arein it and cannot get out. 

“The Republican party in defending im- 
perialism on the ground that it can be made 
to pay must be prepared to tell us the value 
of the 2,000 men whose bodies floated back 
to us across the ocean. I would not * 
an American boy on the auction block and 
sell him for all the trade of the Orient. 
Our forefathers prayed to God for guid- 
ance in the struggle to maintain the principle 
of ‘no taxation without representation.’ It 
was the same God we have now as then, the 
same God yesterday, today, and forever. Is 
it not worse than mockery to pray to the 
same God for victory over a people who fight 
for thesame *‘ principle—taxation without 
representation—for which our forefathers 
fought and died? 

Who says we cannot get out? Those who 
put us in. They do not want us to get out, 
I denounce this cowardly excuse, that would 
make a chicken thief out of every man who 
could reach a henroost. 

“There has not been an hour in twenty 
years that we could not have taken Canada 
had we wanted to. Or Mexico, or the South 
or Central American republics. But we have 
not wanted to, and today we are in no more 
position to take the Philippine Islands than 
we have been in the past to take those na- 


Let this nation declare that it is not go- 
ing to conquer the Philippines and then say 
to other nations ‘thou shalt not.’ Then if 
any European nation should provoke war 
with us to get the Philippine Islands, this 
nation would be in a position to stand before 
the world as the exponent of the doctrine 
of self-government; and ne King would dare 
oppose her. This nation hak already lost a 
great opportunity.

win laugh at us. Let them laugh. People 
laughed at our forefathers when the declara- 
tion of independence was given to the world. 
Let Emperors laugh and those laugh who 
despise the people, but let this nation stand 
erect ahd struggling people will raise their 
eyes to heaven and thank God that there is 
one republic left.“ 


Praises Tammany and Croker. 

At 10 o'clock Colonel Bryan arrived at 
Cooper Union. His appearance on the plat- 
form was the signal for one of the most en- 
thusiastic greetings ever accorded to any 
one man in Cooper Union. It was fully five 
minutes before the enthusiasm subsided and 
the audience resumed its normal quietude. 
Then John Dewitt Warner, chairman of the 
meeting, introduced Colonel Bryan, who 
spoke in part as follows: 

“This is the fourth meeting for tonight 
that that I have spoken at. It concludes the 
ratification held under the auspices of the 
Democratic party In this city and county, 
and I am prepared to say that great is Tam- 
many, and Croker is its prophet. If I were 
to try to prove that I am as big a man as the 
chairman of the meeting would have you be- 


eve I am, I could not do that. I rejoice 


that I have lived inche land where the people 
can choose a man for their leader and make 
of him their servant, and when they do that 
he becomes the greatest man in the world.“ 

Colonel Bryan then branched off on to the 
subject of “imperialism,” and went into it 
thoroughly. He wound up by saying: 

“We have no money with which to buy 
votes, no trust magnates to intimidate. We 
leave the result to you and appeal to the 
confidence of the people. If every citizen will 
vote as he would I have no doubt as to the 
result. The majority in this city and State 
and nation will be so large as to demonstrate 
the fact that no money can corrupt, no force 
can defeat the people's will, which will re- 
store this government to the foundations laid 
by the fathers. No individual gets so low, so 
strong, or so rich that he can get beyond the 
ten commandments. I want this nation to 
stand before the world as the great moral 
factor in the world’s progress.” 


Police Use Clubs on the Crowd. 


It was 10:30 o’clock when Mr. Bryan and 
his party came out of Cooper Union. The 
crowd seemed to go crazy. It was the most 
dangerous outlook of the evening, and it 
seemed as if scores were to be trampled un- 
der foot. Repeatedly the police charged to 
get Colonel Bryan's carriage through, but 
every time the crowd came back. Night 
sticks were finally drawn and a lane opened 
long enough to let the Bryan carriage into 
Irving place. Through that street it went 
on the dash and up Broadway. Several hun- 
dred persons ran in pursuit and kept right 
after the carriage and escort to Union 
Square, while hundreds were on the curb. 
Toward Madison Square the crowd tired and 
most of them dropped out, but an immense 
crowd was in front of the Hoffman House to 
meet Colonel Bryan when he got out of his 
carriage. 

He was taken to his suite at once. There 
he received the national and State and local 
committees, and was finally turned over to 
Chairman Frank Campbell of the State com- 
mittee for his four-day trip, which will be- 
gin tomorrow morning through this State. 
After consulting with Mr. Campbell it was 
announced that Colonel Bryan’s party will 


leave the Hoffman House at 8:15 a. m. He 
will go direct to the Grand Central depot. 


Croker Remains Close to Bryan. 


The principal attraction throughout the 
day was Bryan, and of him Croker took per- 
sonal and almost absolute charge. He seemed 
afraid some one else might show the Demo- 
cratic candidate attention and kept close at 
his side all the time. He met him at the 
Grand Central Station when Mr. Bryan ar- 
rived in the afternoon and hardly left him 
for a minute from then on. 

About 5,000 persons had gathered at the 
Grand Central Station to see Bryan and 
cheered and pressed upon him when he ap- 
peared. The police arrangements were in- 
adequate and Mr. Croker himself had to 
help make a way for Mr. Bryan through the 
throng. 

Mr. Bryan was escorted to an open car- 
riage. Mr. Croker, William R. Hearst, chair. 
man of the Reception committee; and James 
Sheviin of Brooklyn followed him into the 
carriage. 

Samuel Jones of Toledo, better known as 
Golden Rule Jones, James C. Dahiman, 
National Committeeman from Nebraska, and 
S. R. F. Rose, Mr. Bryan's secretary, were 
the only members of Mr. Bryan’s personal 
party. Norman E. Mack, National Com- 
mitteeman from New York, acted as escort 
of Mr. Bryan from Buffalo.

DECISION IN WATER POWER SUIT 


Canal Company's Claim for Damages 
Disallowed on Ground That Use of 


Appleton, Wis., Oct. 16.—[Special.)—Judge. 
Goodland handed down a decision adverse 
to the plaintiff this morning in the Kaukauna 
water power suit. The court has decided that 
no can be collected by the Green

There are perhaps 300 of these Holland 
voters here which the Republicans are likely 
to lose, More than that, the Hollanders here 
say they have letters showing that the large 
settlements of their countrymen in Michigan 
propose to vote in the same way. They al! 
like President McKinley, but are down on 
Secretary Hay for the reasons given. 

The thirty-day poll, which has just been 
taken, is now being verified in precinct meet- 
ings. It shows an unusually large percent- 
age of doubtful voters, but the men marked 
doubtful, as appears from a personal inspec- 
tien of the poll, are in most cases persons 
who voted the Democratic ticket four years 
ago, showing that if they change it is a Re- 
publican gain. In going over the situation 
today with THe TRIBUNE correspondent 
Thomas W. Burt, chairman of the Repub- 
lican County committee here, said: 

‘“apparently the only thing we have to be 
afraid of is the effort of the Democrats to 
control the floating vote by the use of money. 
There does not seem to be much change as 
compared with 1896 except among the farm- 
ers, who are coming back to the Republicans. 
As you know, there is a disaffection among 
the Holland voters here, but I think that will 
be offset and more by the tide toward the 
Republicans by the farmers and by the first 
voters, who are all practically with us. There 
is no lack of interest as a whole, but the 
Democrats have not been running much of a 
campaign. Many of our strong Republicans 
have not come into the fight, and there is 
considerable danger from this thing. 


Democrats Among Rough Riders. 
„We have organized a band of 1,100 rough 
riders, and among them are no less than 
sixty-two young Democrats who will vote 
for McKinley, 
„The general thirty-day poll indicates a 
sentiment substantially the same as hereto- 


at the electrical works respited for McKinley 
in the proportion of about 2 to 1. We have 
here in Lafayette 167 commercial travelers, 
and of this large number only nine are for 
Bryan. We may lose a few of the gold Demo- 
crats and some of the most ignorant among 
the foreign voters. 

„None of the intelligent foreigners fear 
imperialism or expansion. Roosevelt's re- 
ception here was an astonisher, and we would 
have no difficulty getting out the vote if the 
Democrats would put up any kind of a fight 
so as to make things lively.“ 

John F. McHugh, who was a Democratic 
member of the State Senate and voted and 
worked against Bryan four years ago, is 
generally regarded as one of the most clear- 
headed of the former gold Democrats. He 
says they are practically all going back. 

“I am going to vote for Bryan myself.“ he 
said this afternoon, “ although I voted for 
Ralmer and Buckner four years ago.’ So far 
as I can judge, about all the gold Democrats 
are doing the same thing. I know of only 
two.in this city and one out in the country 
who will vote for McKinley. I think the 
result in this State is going to be close. 

“TI am not sufficiently back into the fold 
to answer your question as to why the Dem- 
ocrats- are not spending any money, but my 
personal opinion is that it is because they 
have not any. Of course, they may be re- 
serving all their energies for the latter end 
of the campaign; such things have been done 
defore in Indiana. In 1888 Harrison and Mor- 
ton carried the State by what was done here 
in the last four days.“ 


Gains to Offset All the Losses. 


Taking these opinions and many others 
both here and in other parts of the district, it 


that of the Hollanders here in Lafayette, will 
be offset for the Republicans by the admitted 
gains among the farmers all over the dis- 
trict. McKinley and Roosevelt will carry the 
district by over 4,500 if anything like a full 
vote is brought up. Porter, Tippecanoe, and 
Warren, the three strong Republican coun- 
ties, will be good for 3,000 majority at the 
least. Benton, Jasper. Lake, and Newton 
Counties probably will furnish an average 
of 500 each, making a total Republican plu- 
rality of 5,000. Laporte and White Counties 
both have a reputation for getting down first 
on one side of the fence and then on the other. 
They seem to be rather more likely to land 
on the Democratic side this year. but both 
together will not reduce the Republican lead 
over 500. 

If the Republicans carry this district hy a 
margin below 4.500 it will mean an exceeding- 
ly small majority in the State at large. 

Several of the Republican leaders here- 
abouts have become se worried over the re- 
markable apathy among the Democrats that 
they are taking measures so as not to be 
made the victims of a still hunt. Several 
meetings of prominent business-men have 
been had within the last few days for the ex- 
press purpose of stirring up the leaders, so 
that if the Democrats spring a surprise a day 
or two before the election the Republican 
‘managers will not be caught napping.

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ROOSEVEL? STIRS OHIO 


Republican Nominee Follows Along 
Route of Bryan and More than 
Doubles His Audiences—Asks Four 
Questions in Return for Ten He Has 
Fully Answered—Has No Mercy on 
Croker or the Silver der—Is Go- 
ing to Cleveland. | : 


STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Columbus, O., Oct. 16.—[Special.)—Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt arrived at Columbus at 7:30 
o'clock. The Knights Templar are holding 
their convention here, and added to the 
throngs in the city attending that convoca- 
tion were the thousands who came in to see 
and hear Roosevelt. 

The streets were thronged — the eager 
people, and a demonstration in the way of a 
parade which outdid anything in Columbus 
of the sort since Blaine was here in 1884 was 
given in Roosevelt's honor. Ten thousand 
men walked and rode in the parade, some 
trailing pieces of artillery, which were let 
off at intervals along the way, Roosevelt 
spoke in the auditorium, which seats 8.000 
people. The streets around the building were 
packed for two squares on all sides, sb traffic 
was suspended. The meeting was orderly, 
but enthusiastic to a degree, almost outrank- 
ing the ordinary Roosevelt meeting, which is 
about as full of ginger as a meeting can be. 
Roosevelt rode from his car to the auditorium 
on a street car. Owing to the fact that Mr. 
Bryan was in the State yesterday Governor 
Roosevelt at Dayton this morning put to him 
the list of questions which he propounded last 
night at Covington. He said that Mr. Bryan 
might plead the excuse that he had not heard 
anything at all about them. | 


Is Welcomed in Ohio. 


Ohio gave Governor Roosevelt the “ glad 
hand all day. He entered the State last 
night by way of Cincinnati and began the 
labors of the day at Hamilton, where he 
spoke at 8:30 o’clock. The day began cold 
and unpromising, but the people of the 
State did not stay by their firesides. The 
crowds were larger than those of Kentucky 
and the quality of enthusiasm was better. 
The negroes, free from the menacing shadow 
of crimes against them, gave vent to their 
feelings in cheers their brethren of Ken- 
tucky dared not give. 

A reception held in Dayton after his meet- 
ing almost ended in a panic, so eager were 
the people to crush forward and grasp his 
hand. The police lost all control of the 
crowd and several women narrowly escaped 
being trampled. — | * 

Asks Questions at Dayton. 

The Dayton meetiing was one of the larg- 
est that Roosevelt has faced since he spoke 
in the Coliseum at Chicago. He spoke in a 
tent at the fair grounds. tent accom- 
modated 10,000 people, and the sides of it 
had been raised so that those on the outside 
might hear. The crowd ‘extended far be- 
yond the reach of the Governor’s voice: 

Referring to his questions, Governor 
Roosevelt said: Mr. Bryan has just been 
through your State, The other day he put 
ten questions. I answered every one the day 
after. He cannot ask a question that I will 
not answer, nor can he raise an issue on 
which I will not meet him. 

“I asked Mr. Bryan four questions in re- 
turn for the ten I have answered, and he 
won't answer one. He has just moved into 
my own State to try to help that apostle of 
political purity, the Hon. Richard Croker, to 
get control of the State government and 
bring it down to his own level of infamy.” 

All day the Governor followed the track 
Bryan traveled less than a week ago, and at 
every place the people said the crowds were 
more than twice as large as those to hear the 
Democratic nominee. At Springfield the 
Democrats explained this fact by saying the 
weather observer conspired against them at 
the time Bryan spoke by predicting rain the 
day before, when all the indications pointed 
to fair weather. 

Roosevelt spoke today at Hamilton, Middle- 
town, Miamisburg, Dayton, Springfield, Yel- 
low Springs, Xenia, South Charleston, Lon- 
don, and at Columbus tonight. 


Crowds at All Points. 


Next to Dayton the Springfield meeting 
was the largest of the entireday. There has 


been a great deal of talk among Democrats 


to the effect that there is much dissatisfac- ’ 


tion among the industrial classes, and thou- 
sands in the ranks of the laborers have gone 
over to the side of the “ phrase-maker of 
Nebraska. This was not borne out by the 
crowds which greeted Roosevelt today. 
Springfield-gave him an audience of 10,000, 
Yellow Springs one of 5,000, and Xenia 10,600 
or more. Large parts of all these crowds 
were drawn from the industrial classes. 

All was orderly in Ohio, the only show of 
a disposition to make trouble being at Xenta, 
a notably quiet and law-abiding city. The 
were several dozen boys, divided into bands 
of two and three each, mingled with the 
audience and shouted for Bryan.

Paris, III., Oct. 16.—[Special.)—This was 
Yates’ date in Paris.

Male Attendants of Wooster University 
Give Expression to Their Joy Over 
Football Victory by Marching in Ab- 
breviated Costumes. 


Wooster, O., Oct. 16.—[ Special. ] Fitty stu- 
dents of Wooster University, including mem- 
bers of each of the four classes, all fraternity 
men, have been suspended indefinitely for 
indulging in what is known in college slang 
as a “ night-shirt parade. 

Fifty have thus far felt the _ftaculty’s 
wrath, and the end is not yet. As a result 
what was for a day or two considered a good 
joke among the boys is now carefully avoid- 
ed, and each one of the 150 or 200 that par-

A few nights ago, after college feeling had 
run high over tne football team’s victory, 
the “parade” was organized, about 10 
o'clock, and, clad only in their nighties,” 
the yelling, cheering crowd marched to the 
residence of President Holden and 
him from his bed. . :

Goes to Stir Up South Dakota and Ne- 
braska, Where He Wants to Eradi- 


ences — Has to Make Many Stops 
Before He Reaches There — Answers

Waiertown, 8. D., Oct. 16.—Senator Hanna 
reached the field of battle this evéning. The 
purpose of his trip is to stir up South Dakota 
and Nebraska, the latter State on Mr.

OPPOSE REGULATION OF RATES, 
Seventy-five-Cent Gas Ordinance Meets 
with Disapproval on Legal Grounds 
from Three Sources, 

Municſpal regulation of the gas rates, as 
prescribed in the ordinance passed by the 
City Council on Monday night fixing the 
maximum price at 75 cents a thousand feet, 
was opposed from three sources yesterday. 
Opposition was offered principally on legal 
grounds, the purpose of the ordinance being 
commended as that for which public agita- 
tion had been wrought up. 
Corporation Counsel Walker rendered an 
opinion questioning the legality of the or- 


dinance and declaring that the Supreme | 


Court could not uphold it. Attorneys acting 
as counsel for complaining gas consumers 
thought the doubt as to the final outcome 
of the ordinance might defeat other plans 
for cheap gas. Officials of the People’s Gas- 
light and Coke company and the Ogden Gas 
company claimed they were protected by 
their charters against the Council’s action. 


Calls Council’s Action Illegal, 

“The ordinance never will become oper- 
ative,” said Corporation Counsel Walker. 
“Therg is no question as to the illegality of 
the Council's action. The city has no right 
to regulate the price of a commodity fur- 
nished by a corporation, either quasi-public 
or otherwise, unless so authorised by the 
State Legislature. The Legislature never 
has passed a law giving the city the author- 
ity to regulate the priee of gas. I am con- 
fident that an attempt td put the ordinance 
into effect on Jan. 1 will be resisted by the 
gas companies in the courts, and ‘that the 
Supreme Court will hold the ordinance to be 
‘egal 
“ By passing the ordinance the Council has 
ignored not only my opinion but the opinions 
of other authorities which heretofore have 
been observed. Francis Adams, as Corpora- 
tion Counsel, rendered an opinion against 
municipal control of gas rates, and C. S. Dar- 
row, as Assistant Corporation Counsel in 
1890, rendered similar advice.” 

Doubts Validity of Action. 

Attorney Adolph Moses, chairman of the 
Citizens’ committee which is urging State's 
Attorney Deneen to start quo warranto pro- 
ceedings to test the consolidation act by 
which the People’s company exists, said: 
1 doubt whether the city can enforce a 
75-cent gas ordinance without first obtaining 
the right from the State Legislature. Should 
the ordinance passed by the Couneil be de- 
clared invalid by the Supreme Court the 
effect may be to frustrate other efforts to 
get cheap gas. However, I am inclined to 
think that the Legislature would authorize 
the city to regulate gas rates. The passage 
of the consolidation act of 1897, fostered by 
the People’s company itself, set a precedent 
for this kind of legislation.“ 


Ordinance Conflicts with Charter. 
Attorney James F. Meagher, counsel for 
the People’s Gaslight and Coke company, 
claims the ordinance would conflict with the 
right given the company in its charter of 


“This charter is still operative,” said Mr. 
Meagher. It prohibits city from at- 
tempting to regulate our gas rates as long 
‘as we keep the price below $3 a thousand.” 

The section of the law under which the 
charter was granted, as given out by Mr. 
Meagher, follows: 

“For ten years after the passage of this 
act the Common Council of the City of Chi- 
cago may by resolution or ordinance regulate 
the price charged by said company for gas, 
but said Common Council of the City of Chi- 
cago shall in no case be authorized to compel 
the said company to furnish gas at less rate 
than $3 per thousand feet.“ : 


5 Tests Quality of Gas, 

Tests of the quality of the illuminating gas 
being furnished by the People’s company 
‘were begun yesterday by City Electrician 
Ellicott. The results of the tests will be 
made the subject of a report to the City 
Council, the purpose being to ascertain 
whether the gas company is’ fulfilling its 
contract to furnish consumers with gas of 
twenty-four candle-power. 


HISTORY OF THE WAR IN GAS. 


Competition Ogden and Peo- 
ple’s Companies Leads to organi- 
zation of the Municipal. 


The gas rate war on the North Side came 
about as the result of the failure of the nego- 
tions for absorption of the Ogden by the 
People’s company.

Piles of 
lumber protected them from great danger. 
A call to the Desplaines Street Station 
brought a wagonload of police, but before 
they arrived the strikers had disappeared. 

The Donohue brothers were stabbed about 
9 o‘elock. last night. They were walking in 
West Madison street, near Jefferson, when 
@ number of men closed about them and 
struck at them with the knives. Then the 
assailants fled. Neither could account for 
the attack being made. It was supposed that 
they had been working for non-union men. 

On account of the large number of police- 
men being detailed at the places of regis- 
tration the usual protection could not be 
given to the workingmen and the strikers 
took advantage of the opportunity. 

Two men suspected of being implicated in 
the assault on Adam Maesch, former Secre- 
tary of the Woodworkers’ union, who was 
attacked on Monday night between North 
Robey street and Seeley avenue, were ar- 
rested in the morning, but both proved an 
alibi. The police are looking for a striker 
named Johnson, who, it is alleged, threatened 
Maesch. Maesch will recover.

BARONESS KETTELER RETURNS. 


‘Arrives trem the Orient Accompanied 
by Her Brother and Will Go to Her 
Old Home in Detroit. 


Victoria, B. C., Oct. 16.—[Special.]—Among 
the passengers who arrived from the Orient 
today on the Empress of Japan is the Baron- 
ess yon Ketteler, daughter of President Led- 
yard of the Michigan Central railroad. She 
was accompanied’ by her brother and his 
bride, whose honeymoon has been spent in 
the voyage to Japan to bring home the be- 
reaved Baroness. Her nerves have been all 
but shattered by the terrible experiences in 
Pekin, and although she is now beginning to 
regain her health she was too weak to allow 
an interview. The Baroness was confined to 
her room for the greater part of the voyage. 
She is now bound home to the residence of 
her father in Detroit, Mich. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 16.—[{Special.}—Presi- 
dent Henry B. Ledyard of the Michigan 
Central railroad tonight confirmed the news 
that the Baroness von Ketteler had arrived 
from Japan. He declined to be interviewed. 
except to state that the party would come 
directly to Detroit. President Ledyard has 
been on the anxious seat ever since the news 
came of the outbreak in China and the clos- 
ing up of Pekin. He has spent a small 
fortune in cable tolls endeavoring to obtain 
information regarding his daughter, and has 
all but lost his health owing to her danger 
and the loss of his son, Lieutenant Ledyard, 
who was killed in the Philippines. 


VICTIM OF DOWAGER’S HATE. 


Confirmation of Reported Execution of 
Chang Yen Hoon; Former Min- 
ister to United States. 


Wasbington, D. C., Oct. 16.—Confirma 
has been received here of the execution on 
July 20 of Chang Yen Hoon, the former Chi- 
nese Minister to the United States. Chang 
‘was a loyal adherent of the Emperor and a 
warm supporter of the latter’s reform move- 
ments. 

When the Empress Dowager supplanted the 
Emperor two years ago he was ordered to 
be beheaded, but through the intervention 
of the American and British Minister& his 
punishment was commuted to banishment | 
in the distant Province of Kashgaria.

SIR HENRY ACLAND ‘IS DEAD. 


Was Famous British Scientist Who 
Visited America with. the 
8 Prince of Wales.

land, who accompanied the Prince of Wales 
to America in 1860, and the author of many 
scientific and educational works, is dead, 
aged 85. 


Sir Henry Wentworth Acland wasthe elev- 
enth Baronet to bear the title. He was born 
in 1815, and was educated at Harrow and 
Christ Church, Oxford. He was Emeritus 
Regius professor of medicine at Oxford, and 
held many other titles and degrees which 
had been conf upon him for his great 
literary and scientific endowments. — . 
In 1850, with Mr. Ruskin, he published an 
account of the aims of the Oxford Museum. 
His scientific writings were many and of 
high standing, and during his active career 
he served on many important commissions. 
He was married to Sarah Cotton, daughter 
of the late William Cotton. She died in 
2878, and the Sarah Acland Nursery Home 
at Oxford was erected to her memory.

PARIS, Oct. 16.—Politics in France took a 
sensational turn today, when a mysterious 
police raid was made on Fort Chabrol and 
search warrants issued for the house of 
Guerin’s mother and the houses of other anti- 
Semitic leaders. The raid coincides with the 
announcement by the Cabinet today of a 
definite call assembling Pariament on Nov. 6. 

The raid and the seizure of papers indi- 
cate that the Cabinet will again endeavor to 
remain in office by resuscitating the old plot 
and perhaps hold a new treason trial, as that 
policy of saving the republic was successful 
last year, and may again prove useful to pre- 
vent a crisis. a 

No important papers were seized, the anti- 
Semites claim, although M. Cochefert, the 
Chief of Surety, and a squadron of police 
thoroughly searched the suspected houses. 


Sultan of Morocco Buys Arma. 
Diplomatic dispatches anriounce that the 
Sultan of Morocco is to send a secret mis- 
sion to Europe with instructions to buy 
arms and ammunition for use against the 
French. The current opinion in Paris is 
that England is backing the Sultan to op- 
pose French aggression on his domains.

Shields Either Killed or Wounded— 
‘Troops Sail on Transport Grant. 


MANILA, Oct. 14, via Hongkong, Oct. 
16.—A detachment of twenty men of the 
Twenty-fourth Regiment, while engaged in 
repairing telegraph es on Oct. 10 ata 
uevo Ecija Province, 
Isle de Luzon, were set upon by 200 rebels and 
were overpowered and scattered. Seven of 
the Americans reached San José, but it is 
probable that the remainder were captured. 

The enemy surprised a party of scouts of 
the Forty-third Infantry at a point three 
miles from Takloban, Leyte Island, killing 
three Americans at the first volley. Two 
escaped and gave the alarm, but the enemy 
succeeded in evading their pursuers. : 

The native police of Takloban had con- 
spired to surprise the Americans. The bodies 
of the dead soldiers were badly mutilated. 


Story of Captured Detachment. | 
Full details are now at hand as to the 
capture of Captain Devereaux Shields and 
his party by the insurgents in the Island of 
Marinduque last month and their experi- 
ences prior to their rescue by General Luther 
Hare. 

After four weeks of captivity, hard treat- 
ment, hunger, and continual marching to 
avoid the rescuing force, which greatly eg- 
gravated the sufferings of the wounded, Cap- 
tain Shields and his command were deliv- 
ered by the rebels to General Hare last Sun- 
day at Buena Vista on the Marinduque 
coast. 

Captain Shields and his party, while oper- 
ating north of Torrijos, were taken in am- 
bush in the steep hills. They attempted to 
cut their way to the coast, but became sub- 
jected to the enemy’s four-sided fire, Cap- 
tain Shields being shot twice and badly 
wounded. 

After four had been killed and five wound- 
ed, being out of ammunition, the command 
surrendered, through a misunderstanding 
among t ves, to twenty-five insurgent 
riflemen and ‘1,000 bolomen. The rebels sep- 
arated their prisoners into small parties and 
conveyed them, heavily guarded, to the 
voleanic mountains. | 

On this news reaching Manila two com- 
panies of the Thirty-eighth Volunteer In- 
fantry, under Colonel George S. Anderson, 
were immediately sent to Marinduque. This 
force was followed by eight companies of 
the First Infantry under General Hare. The 
combined force of 1,300 men proceeded to 
occupy all the towns in the island and to 
scour the country. 3 

General Hare’s Positive Stand. 

General Hare gave ,the rebels one week to 
surrender the prisoners and rifies. The 
Americans controlled the situation. The 
rebels perceived that it was only a question 
of time when the release of their prisoners 
would be effected, and they opened up com- 
munications with General Hare, which re- 
sulted in the handing over of the captives, 
thirteen of whom, the sick and wounded, 
were immediately sent to Manila by the 
gunboat Villalobos, Lieutenant Edward 
Simpson commanding. The Villalobos ar-

General Hare’s command will, remain in 
Marinduque. He has given the insurgents 
until Oct. 21 to surrender themselves, and 
the fifty-one captured rifies. If they fail to 
comply he will undertake an active punitive 
campaign. 

When wounded Captain Shields was una- 
ble to move. He ordered his soldiers to go 
forward and to leave him. but they declined 
and fought stubbornly until they were over- 
powered. 
The wounded praise unstintedly the care 
and services rendered them during their 
captivity by the hospital corps man who was 
with them. 2% 

Harbor Bill Passes Commission. 

General Wright's harbor bill has passed the 
commission. The discussion on the subject 
among Spanish, English, and German mer- 
chants revealed the personal and class in- 
terests of many ef them. Those who are 
particularly anxious to promote interinsular

Owing to the active campaign started by 
the 180 kindergarten school teachers, the 
Board of Education at its meeting tonight 
probably will reconsider its original resolu- 
tion to close the kindergartens during the 
months of November and December. Thomas 
Brenan, chairman of the School Manage- 
ment committee of the board, said yesterday 
that funds for the continuation of the schools 
probably will be appropriated from the sum 
set aside for the teaching of the blind, who 
are to be taken care of by another arrange- 

t already agreed on. 

. Brenan was one of the members of 
the board strongly opposed to the closing 
of the kindergartens, and his associates, 
who at first did not consider the matter of 
serious importance, are now inclined to aid 
him. 


The kinde school teachers have 
held a meeting in the Masonic Temple pro- 
testing against the proposed closing of the 
schools for two months, which throw out 
of employment all of their number and de- 
prive children of an opportunity. to attend 
the schools. Committees were appointed to 
canvass each school district and circulate a 

tion among the taxpayers. Mrs. Mary 

. Blodgett, President of the Kindergarten 
Public School association, estimated that 
10,000 signatures were obtained by the teach- 
ers during the canvass yesterday.

BRYAN’S CHANCES VANISHING. 

The first day's registration in Chicago 
showed increased activity in Republican 
precincts and decreased “totals in former 
Democratic districts. All the indications 
thus far go to show that the former follow- 
ers of Bryan in this city have lost much 
ot their enthusiasm and that many of them 
intend to stay away from the polls, The 
same is apparently true throughout the 
State. A well-informed correspondent who 
has bad opportunities to gauge public sen- 
timent all over Illinois has noted a marked 
indifference to the results among Demo- 
crats. He believes the stay-at-home ele- 


ment among them promises to be larger this 


year than ever before in a Presidential 
contest in this State. He says he does 


fall below 90,000 or 100,000, 

What is true in IIlinois also seems to 
be true in New York. The registration in 
New York City shows greatly increased 
totals in districts that are normally Re- 
publican, while the former Democratic dis- 
tricts show comparative apathy. Mr, 
Croker has sought to explain this by say- 
ing that the Democrats have changed their 
places of residence, but the fact remains 
that the net gain in districts that were 
Democratic in 1896 is only 3,445, while the 
net gain in Republican districts aggregate 
23,575. No shifting of population would ac- 
count for such a difference. Only increased 
registration among Republicans and a com- 
parative apathy on the part of Democrats 
will explain it. 8 

The New York Herald has made a care- 
ful poll of four representative election dis- 
tricts in the Borough of Brooklyn and of 
twenty chosen districts in the Borough of 
Manhattan. Taking the results in each case 
as representative of the whole borough, it 
finds that Bryan will have a plurality of 
18,000 in Manhattan and McKinley will 
carry Brooklyn by 24,000. The margin 
thus left to McKinley might be overcome 
by the other boroughs, Queens and Rich- 
mond, but the indications are all the other 
way. It is known that the plurality of 
62,767 which was given to McKinley in 
1896 by the territory now included in 
Greater New York is not likely to be re- 
peated this year,but New York State,outside 
of the city, is strongly Republican, and 
even if the two parties should be prac- 
tically tied in the metropolis this would 
mean an overwhelming Republican victory 
in the State. 

The Herald came remarkably close to 
the actual figures in a similar poll four 
years ago. If it has come as close to the 
truth again this time, as is likely, it is 
evident that the Republican plurality in 
the State will be larger than any of the 
political prophets have ventured to pre- 
diet. Without New York State Bryan 
will have no chance of election. Without 
| a plurality of 75,000 to 100,000 in Greater 

New York he cannot carry the State, The 
registration and the Herald's poll both in- 
dicate that even if he should carry the city 
it could be by a margin of only a few 
thousands. In New York and in Illinois 
alike it looks as if Bryan were alread 
beaten, 


THE TENEMENT HOUSE QUESTION. 

The New York Tenement House commis- 
sion’s report is now so nearly ready that 
its general recommendations have been 
made public. The report is said to be an 
exhaustive one and has been prepared 
with unusual care, the commissioners rely- 
ing not alone upon the replies to questions 
sent out to owners, builders, and occupants 
of tenements, physicians? health officials, 
and represeutatives of university settle- 
ments and extensions, but also upon per- 
sonal observations in the tenement-house 
district of the city.. After the report has 
been duly considered the commission will 
present it to the Legislature, with such 
recommendations as in their opinion will 
operate most effectively to remedy the evils 
now complained of. : | 

The New York | Advertiser 
presents an interesting sketch of the com- 
mission’s report. The effects of over- 
crowding in tenements are found to be a 
high percentage of mortality, widely pre- 
valent immorality, and poverty, growing 
largely out of the influence of environment. 
To overcome these evils it will be recom- 
mended to the Legislature to restrict future 
tenements to five or four stories in case 
of pon-fireproof and to seven stories in 
case of fireproof construction; to permit 
construction over only 65 per cent of an 
inside and 80 per cent of a corner lot, in- 
stead of 75 and 90 per cent, which is now 
allowed by law; to fix a reasonable mini- 
mum for the size of rooms; to abolish air 
shafts and substitute open courts; to make 
all stairways fireproof; and to provide bath- 
ing facilities in the basement of each tene- 
ment. 

The recommendations of the commission 
seem to be reasonable, and if they are en- 
acted into law will undoubtedly go far 
towards removing many of the evils which 
now exist. The restriction of space over 
which a tenement-house may be built may 
affect land values and rentals for a time, 
but considering the desirability of the re- 
form which it would help to accomplish 
the greed of a property-owner should not 
be allowed to militate against it, and just so 
long as tenements are private property this 
greed will manifest itself in many cases and 
the existing evils will continue if remedies 
are not made arbitrary by law. The recom- 
mendations of the commission will tend tose- 


light, more room, increased cleanliness, and 
with increased cleanliness, increased good 
health, and decreased mortality, while the 
frequent disasters which occur in these 
overcrowded places will be lessened. The 
cothmission’s report represents the most in- 
telligent and expert effort which has yet 
been made to define the evils of the tene- 
ment sections and suggest prgctical reme- 
dies for them, and offers suggestions which 
are well worth consideration in Chicago.

PROBLEMS OF “THE AMERICAN CITY.” 

No unprejudiced person will question the 
wisdom of the selection by a Yale com- 
mittee of Chicago as “ the American city.” 
The judgment is that of all foreigners who 
have traveled over the country, from men 
like Brunetiere to those like Stead. All 
writers on American customs agree that in 
Chicago they find the typical American. 
The New-Yorker boasts of his cosmopoli- 
tanism and Boston and Philadelphia are 
Puritan and Quaker, and not “ up-to-date.” 

The Yale committee is said to have been 


Chicago is to be the battle ground of Amer- 
ican civilization in the twentieth century. 
This decision, which is eminently just, 
should give to Chicago a new sense of civic 
pride, and should awaken a feeling of re- 
sponsibility which it must be admitted is 
at present lacking. The typical American 
characteristic of a happy-go-lucky careless- 
ness is marked in Chicago. 

In enumerating the merits and defects on 
the city in his Editorial by the Laity ” in 
Tus Sunpay Tripoune of Oct. 14 Mr. Lam- 
bert Tree mentioned “her filthy and rot- 
ting streets, her dilapidated and decaying 
bridges, and her dirty and dingy City Hall.” 
These are matters of prime importance, and 
the fact that they are all due to the same 
cause makes the remedy easy. That rem- 
edy is election of a good Mayor and Council. 
Without this reform is impossible. This 
remedy has been urged often, yet it is many 
years since the city has had a really good 
and efficient-administration. Some Mayors 
and Councils have been better than others, 
but since the city became a metropolis it has 
never had either Mayor or Council that was 
wholly efficient and that did its full duty. 

The optimistic spirit which pervades Mr. 
Tree’s article is probably warranted, and 
is at all events shared by most Chicagoans. 
Every one believes that some day things 
will right themselves. But it is well to 
realize that a beginning must be made. 
It is pleasant to think that twentieth cen- 
tury problems must be solved in Chicago, 
but the belief should bring a sense of re- 
sponsibility that will lead to the correct 
solution of these problems. | 


MARK TWAIN'S RETURN. | 

No welcome could be more cordial or 
sincere than that with which the American 
people have received Mark Twain back to 
his native shores after an absence of five 
years. During those years Mr. Clemens 
has not only gained international honors 
and established more firmly his reputation 
as the world’s greatest humorist, but he 
has also quietly achieved a heroic act of 
commercial honor almost without prece- 
dent. Six years ago the publishing firm of 
Charles L. Webster & Co. failed for over 
$200,000. Mr. Clemens was the financial 
backer of that enterprise and had a two- 
thirds interest in it. The failure swallowed 
up the savings of his lifetime and also 
nearly all his wife’s money. Even then 
the creditors could receive only 50 cents on 
the dollar. 

It was generally expected that Mr. Clem- 
ens would take advantage of the insolvency 


just before he sailed from Vancouver five 
years ago he made a public statement in 
which he said: “I am not a business-man, 
and honor is a harder master than the law. 
It cannot compromise for ‘less than 100 
cents on the dollar, and its debts never out- 
law.” He declared his intention of paying 
the total indebtedness of the firm as fast 
as he could earn it by lecturing and writ- 
‘ing. Though a man of 60, he went at his 
self-imposed task with a vigor and cour- 
age never equaled in literature, unless it 
was when Scott wore out his life dding the 
same thing. Now he has returned to his 
own country with the proud consciousness 
that he has paid every dollar of the old 
debt. At the age of 65 he is still hale and 
strong, and is able to enjoy a comfortable 
income from the royalties on his books. 
He has lost a fortune, but he has gained 
the profound esteem of every man and 
woman who knows the worth of honor and 
of chivalrous probity. 

The fine trait which has thus cropped out 
in one of Mark Twain's concrete acts is 
typical of the spirit of his writings, It fur- 
nishes one good reason why his humor has 
lasted and why his works continue to be 
read by cultivated persons everywhere. 
His fun is never flippant nor coarse. 
Though no man can provoke laughter more 
irresistibly, his humor always has some- 
thing of the author's own moral dignity in 
it or underlying it. Americans may well 
elevate Mark Twain to the position of dean 
of all their living authors.

SPEECHMAKING AS A SPECTACLE. 
During the summer of 1872 Horace 
Greeley made fiying trips through New 
Hampshire and Maine in the East, and 
through Ohio and Indiana in the West. 
The object was to show himself to the 
people and arouse enthusiasm in his behalf. 
Ohio and Indiana were October States 
then and Mr. Greeley wished to stir them 
up. At every station at which he stopped 
there were large crowds, thongh he made 
only a few speeches and those brief. Mr. 
Greeley was much pleased with his re- 
ception, but it turned out that the people 
gathered around him out of curiosity to 
see a man of whom they had heard so 
much. The great majority, having seen 
Greeley, voted for Grant, the man who 
made no speeches. : 

Other candidates have imitated Mr. 
Greeley’s example on a grander scale, They 
have traversed more States than he did 
and made more and longer speeches, not 
all of them so good as some of his. It 
is a question whether this high pressure 
campaigning does not do more harm than 
good. The campaigners draw great audi- 
ences, but eagerness to see a notable man 
is chiefly responsible for that, Mr. Bryan’s 
audiences are not so great as they were 
four years ago, except in New York, where 
the “organization” can get up a 
“monster demonstration with ease. e 
reason is that curiosity concerning Mr.

them. He may have helped to. bring out 
the Republican vote, but he has helped to 
bring out the Democratic vote also. If 
he and Mr. Bryan had confined themselves 
to saying wherever they stopped that they 
never had seen so intelligent an audience 
or so attractive a town, the latter would 
have done better than he has and the 
former about as well. 22

Legislation to Be Advocated. 
Mrs. J. M. Flower, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Legislation, has reported to the 
federation that two bills to come before the 
State Legislature this winter are recom- 
mended favorably to club women. 

The first is a compulsory education law to 


. provide, in addition to the law which keeps 


children under 14 years of age out of factories 
and workshops, that they shall be required to 
attend school. : 
The second is a bill making parents joint 
guardians of children. Under the present 
law the father is the sole guardian. 
The evening session of the federation was 
devoted to discussions and reports by the 
Committee on Education, the Committee to 
Further the Interests of Women Students at 
the University of Illinois, the Committee on 
brary, and the. Committee on Literature 
in the Interests of Yo Wo at the 
University of Illinois. The co tee on

TWO KILLED IN DETROIT FIRE. 


Shoe Factory Destroyed and Several 
Girl Injured Trying to Escape 
from the Flames. 


Detroit. Mich., Oct. 16—An explosion 
rubber cement in the basement of a four- 
story building at 15 Jefferson avenué, occu- 
pied by Witchell Sons company, limited, 
manufacturers of elk shoes, at 1:15 p. m. 
today, resulted in a fire which cost the lives 
of two men and injured eight persons, sev- 
eral of whom were girls. 

The fire spread with such rapidity that the 
employés were compelled to jump from the 
upper stories. 

One of the dead men, whose name is Ireson, 
jumped from a third-story window and 
struck a sign on the front of the building, 
breaking it loose and carrying down several 
others who had crawled out on the window 
ledge to which the sign was fastened.

SHOW HORSES 


OF STABLES SIGNIFY 
‘THEIR DESIRE TO COMPETE. 


Nearly Four Hundred Entries Already : 


Received for the Coliseum Display 
of Equine Aristocrats and the Man- 
agemet Gives Assurance of a Bril- 
Mamt Spectaciec on the Opening 
Night—Demand for Gay Trappings 
Reported by the Dealers, 


Nearly 400 entries fdr the horse 
show had been received up to 6 o'clock last 
night. All the principal classes are rapidly 
filling and few of the classes are left with 
a scarcity of entries. Late in the day tele- 
grams were received from New York owners 
asking for the exact time of the closing of 
entry lists. Owners of some of the most 
prominent stables in the country telegraphed 
the officials of the association of their inten- 
tion of coming, but up to a late hour their 
formal entries had not been received. As 
a result the time for the closing of the lists 
will be extended for forty-eight hours.

Some of the ¢lasses, from 
present indications, will have more com- 
petitors than any show ever held in New 
York City. Additional entries will not be 
made public by the management until they 
are complete and classified. 

Dealers in horse furnishings report an un- 
usual business in all lines, and state that 
extensive preparations are being made for 


and handlers of furnishings appropriate for 
the event have more orders than it will be 
possible to fill before the show opens. The 
advance preparations have never been 
equaled in Chicago, and the management 
predicts one of the most brilliant horse- 
show scenes ever witnessed on the opening 
night. There is an unusual demand for 
furnishings of bright and dazzling colors. 

It has been decided to change the plans 
for the. arrangement of the interior of the 
Coliseum, this being made necessary by the 
demand for increased space for exhibition 
purposes.
